This is the ninth consecutive 
year that BCC. has attracted 
more than 25 percent of all of 
Broome County’s high school 
graduates, the report shows. It 
also is the third year in suc- 
cession that this percentage has 
been over 30 percent — or 
almost one-third.

The figures in the report show 
that Johnson City, Union- 
Endicott, Binghamton Central 
and North, and Chenango 
Valley High Schools all sent 
more than one-third of their 


“graduates to BCC. 


“The report, or class profile 
as we call it, shows that this 
year’s Freshman Class con- 
tinues the trend of recent 
years,’’ commented Robert N. 
Pufky, BCC director of ad- 
missions. “It’s obvious that 
BCC provides the chief op- 
portunity for higher education 
for the high school graduates in 


our county. 


“As a community college, our 
chief function is to serve. the 
post-high school educational 
needs of our community. And 
these statistics show that we are 


- : fulfilling that objective,” he 


said. 
The report reveals that the 
county’s 15 high schools - 


graduated 3,981 students in 1976, 
and the number entering BCC 


from those schools totaled 1,254.

Fill-up Takes All Night

On Tuesday, November 16th, 
I had a chance to ride ina very 
unusual car. It’s dashboard 
contained a voltmeter and an 
ampmeter instead of the usual 
gauges. 

At top speed this auto is 
quieter than the average 
household vacuum cleaner. And 
it has no polution. 

The vehicle that I’m speaking 
of is a prototype electric car. It 
was built by Professor Joseph 
Rasson and his students at 
Cornell University. They were 
on campus that night to give a 
lecture on the future of electric 
cars. 

The auto itself is a replica of a 
1931 Alfa-Romeo. It’s frame 
was designed and built by 
mechanical engineering 
students at Cornell. 

The transmission and 
suspension parts came out of 
Volkswagons in junk yards. 

The engine is a_ 25- 
horsepower, General Electric

direct current motor, which. is 
as powerful as a Volkswagon 
Beatle. ‘ 

In testing the electric car in 
the hills around Ithaca, they 
had it up to 60 miles per hour, 
and the auto traveled over 50 
miles. The batteries (all 
seventeen) can be recharged in 
one hour. 

Professor Rosson and Cornell 
started experimenting with 
electric cara in 1968. His 
students, with his help, have 
built five autos and are 
presently working on a sixth 
one. 

The second one, a standard 
Renault 4, was driven from 1972 
until last summer. It had been 
driven over 5,000 miles and was 
taken off the road because the 
body had rusted out. The motor 
was still in good shape. 

This car won the Most Ef- 
ficient Use of Energy Award at 
the Urban Vehicle design 
competition. 

Professor Rosson feels that 
the electric vehicle will be an

The Health Services Center is 
located in the Wales Building on 
the first floor. The Center, 
directed by Mrs. Irene Campo, 
is open from 8:30-4:30 Monday 
through Friday. There is a 
physician on duty for two hours 
on Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday. No appointment is 
needed to see the doctor during 
this time. 

Also on duty are nurse 


« practitioners who are qualified 


to treat patients with short-term 
medication and refer them to a 
doctor if the need be. Helping 
the nurses and completing her 
clinical assignment, is a BCC 
nursing program graduate and 
a SUNY student named Vicki 
Shuta who is an RN. 

The services available vary 
from extensive medical testing 
to an open bed to sack out in. 
Testing is done on blood, urine, 
throat cultures, skin tests for 
TB, VD tests and treatment. 
Pain relievers are available on

request: aspirin, throat 
lozengers, allergy injections, 
cold or cough capsules, at no 
charge to the student. 
‘Along with the centers 
medical care for illness or in- 
jury, it also assists the student 
with health related questions. 
The center is rarely baffled by 
the questions it receives con- 
cerning drug use, human 
sexuality, dieting or smoking, 
to name a few. If you have a 
question, the place to direct it is 
the Health Services . Center. 
Most medication is free of 
charge, covered by the Health 
Fee paid at the beginning of the 


year, but some testing requiring 
lab work costs extra by the 
student. The reason for the 
extra cost is the limited budget 
the center is working with, 
when cut-backs are a question 
the health services are a main 
target. 

All visits are kept strictly 
confidential and no data is 
released without written 
authorization by the student.

urban-suburban type vehicle. In 
ten years it will be replacing 
many of the small cars 
presently on the market, and 
our streets. 

At this time, the only problem 
that is holding back the electric 
car is the batteries. Con- 
ventional lead-acid batteries 
are heavy and inefficient. The 


batteries in this car weigh 800 
pounds. 

In the next few years 
Professor Rosson said, bat- 
teries containing nickle and zinc 
or sodium and sulfur will be 
perfected. These batteries are 
more efficient and less of them 
will be needed. Thus making the 
car lighter. 


The electric car is also 
economical. This one uses about 
one and a half cents worth of 
energy per mile. Compared to 
these three cents of energy per 
mile used by conventional car of 
the same weight. A fill-up of 
electricity costs about 75 cents.

Youth Economics 


While the national pollsters 
concentrated on the political 
elections, a recent survey of 
young people indicates that 
their primary personal con- 
cerns are jobs, money and 
higher education. When 
questioned on social issues, the 
same group expressed little of 
the concern that sparked young 
people to protest during the Viet 
Nam era. 

The survey of 1,200 high 
school and college seniors and 
young working people — all 
between the ages of 17 to 30 — 
was conducted by students of 
sociology and marketing at 
Georgia Tech, Howard 
University, University of 
Illinois at Chicago Circle, St. 
Louis University, Rice 
University, the City College of 
New York and the University of 
Southern California. 

Here are some of the 
highlights that the survey, 
sponsored by Shulton, Inc., 


makers of men’s and women’s 
toiletries showed. 

...Getting into the college of 
their choice was the primary 
concern of nearly 40 percent of 
the high school seniors. 

..AS expected, the key ob- 
jective for 51 percent of college 
seniors was to achieve high 
grades to enable them to find 
jobs within the area of their 
specialization. 

... The under-30 work force put 
more money (30 percent) as 
their No. 1 target. Getting 
married, raising a family, 
friends and personal fulfillment 
followed in that order.On social 
issues, the views of each group 
varied depending on age. While 
43 percent of the high school 
seniors said their primary 
concern was politics, the figure 
dropped to 28 percent for 
college seniors and only 13 
percent for those in the business 
world, who put the economy 
issue as their top priority.

A similar trend was noted on 
the environment. The high 
school figure was 29 percent 
citing the environment as their 
primary social concern, against 
13 percent for the college 
seniors and 10 percent for those 
employed. 

Foreign affairs, surprisingly, 
had little impact as far as the 
17-to-30 age group was con- 
cerned. Less than 8 percent of 
working people mentioned 
foreign affairs as a key worry. 
This dropped to 6 percent for the 
college seniors and a few 
scattered votes among high 
school seniors. 

Another major surprise of the 
survey was that the crime issue 
ranked fourth among the 
working people beyond the 
economy, politics and en- 
vironment and received little 
support as a primary concern 
among high school and college 
seniors. 

The students who conducted, 
the surveys took note of the 
apparent decline in activism 
among young people. One 
report noted: ‘If the same 
project had been done eight 
years agp, the immediate 
response to the question of 
social concerns probably would 
have been ‘the war’.’”’ 

Another group found no 
evidence of “the frequently 
reported finding that there is a 
great concern among youth for 
social issues or the problems of 
the community. Idealism did 
not surface in this study.” 

Another of the surveys con- 
cluded flatly that “it appears 
that the idealism of the sixties 
has given way to bread and 
butter issues.’

Fellowships 


The Institute on Human 
Values in Medicine, which is 
funded through a National 
Endowment for the Humanities 
grant, has announced 
availability of its 1977 Post- 
doctoral Fellowships’ in 
Medicine, the Humanities and 
Human Values. 

The Institute seeks to 
promote interdisciplinary study 
in projects related to the role of 
the humanities in medical 
education. Health professionals 
wishing to explore a humanistic 
discipline, and humanists 
seeking experience in a medical 
setting, are especially invited to 
apply. Although fellowships are 
generally used for faculty 
training, some have been 
awarded for research and study 
of important topics in the in- 
terdisciplinary field of human 
values in medicine. Twenty 
fellowships were awarded in 
1975-76. 

The applicant should have 
earned a doctorate in the 
humanities or the medical 
sciences and have a minimum 
of two years teaching and-or 
clinical experience in the field 
of the doctorate, although this 
requirement may be waived for 
individuals with special ex- 
perience or for those in the 
health professions, where a 
doctorate is not ordinarily 
required. 

“The Fellowships are awarded 
for variable periods of time, 
usually not exceeding six 
months, with awards ranging 
from $1,000 to $8,000. The 
studies may be conducted at a 
university, medical center, or 
other appropriate setting. Dates 
when Fellowships begin and end 
may be arranged at the mutual 
convenience of Fellows and 
their respective host in- 


stitutions. However, funds 
cannot be committed beyond 
December 31, 1977. Applications 
must be received, however, by 
February 15, 1977.

Scholarship Foundation Begins 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The 
start of a national academic 
search for the first Truman 
Scholarship candidates has 
been announced by the Harry S. 
Truman ‘Scholarship Foun- 
dation. 

The Honorable John W. 
Snyder, chairman of the 
Foundation’s board of trustees 
and former Secretary of the 
Treasury under President 
Truman, made the  an- 
nouncement. 

“The Foundation and the 
Truman Scholarships were 
established by an Act. of 
Congress to honor one of our 
nation’s great Presidents. This 
is a living and 
prestigious oneas it provides a 
concrete way for our most 
talented college men and 
women to prepare themselves 
for careers in government.” 

Fifty-three students who will 
be in their junior year of college 


next fall will be selected during 
this year through the Foun- 
dation as the first Truman 
Scholars. 

The Foundation will award 
scholarships in programs 
leading to careers in govern- 
ment and provide a maximum 
stipend of $5000 a year for up to 
four years of college study. In 
addition to being outstanding 
students, with a grade point 
average of at least “B”’ (or 


equivalent) and being in the - 


upper quartile of their classes, 
candidates will be required to 
demonstrate a firm com- 
mitment to public service. 

One student will be selected 
from each state, the District of 
Columbia, the Commonwealth 
of Puerto Rico, and considered 
as a single entity, Guam, the 
Virgin Islands, American 
Samoa, and the Trust Territory 
of the Pacific Islands.

No Credit 
From BCC 


Why is it that at BCC you 
can’t get the courses you want, 
the semesters you want it? Why 
are there courses offered once 
every 2 years? Why can’t 
credits from one program be 
transferred to another? Why 
are there so many _ non- 
transferable credits to other 
schools in New York State? 

All these questions go 
unanswered but I believe them 
to be valid ones, if I am wrong 
someone should let me know. 

My basic information is based 
on this: a Liberal Arts student 
wants to transfer to Medical 
Technology and is told that only 
her English is transferable. 
Therefore she spends $364 for 3 
transferable credits and she 
says that it’s a waste of time — 
It is! 

A student of the performing 
arts likes a certain Literature 
course to supplement his 
studies — it’s not offered. It’s 
his last semester at BCC and the 
course wasn’t offered in the 
summer, fall, spring or evening 
semesters since he became 
eligible to take the 200 series in 
literature. How come? 


Why is it that a student can 
come to Broome in the summer 
from RIT and take course, and 
have RIT give him 4 credits for 
taking a three credit course 
(RIT has all 4 credit courses 
and a tri-mester), This seems 
logical. 

It’s the reverse for Broome. A 
student transfers from a 
university with a tri-mester or 
quarter system, they reveive 2.7 
credits for a 4 credit course that 
they book. a ; 

It seems more practical to 
give or accept 3 credits 
equivalent to most of the 
courses on campus. Why should 
a person be 1.2 credits short of 
graduation credit? 

Why is it that not all courses 
at Broome are not transferable 
to other schools? 

A lifer at Broome that’s been 
in various curriculums such as 
LA, Business Administration, 
foosball, pool, poker, etc. would 
have been able to graduate a 
couple years back. Had this 
student transferred to another 
school in N.Y. State only 7 out of 
65 credits would transfer. Why?

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NSF programs 


Announced 


In a related development, 
representatives of the Division 
of Science Education 
Development and Research 
(SEDR) of the Science 
Education Directorate of the 
National Science Foundation 
(NSF) informed an interested 
public about two of its programs 
during the last of a series of 
regional public meetings held 
by SEDR October 29 at the 
Quality Inn-Pentagon City. 

The Science Education 
Development Program is a 
compilation of earlier programs 
for which approximately $8.5 
million has been allocated for 
Fiscal Year 1977. The Research 
in Science Education Program 
is a new program for which $2.5 
million has been allocated for 
Fiscal Year 1977. Both 
programs will be open to 
proposals from universities, 
colleges and other 
organizations. The Develop- 
ment program is somewhat 
more flexible in design and has 
no deadlines, while the 
Research program has specific 
categories and will have a 
definite deadline in order to 
better evaluate the program. In 
the Research program, 
however, no_ preliminary 
proposal is needed. Final 
guidelines for these programs 
should be available in early 
January, and an April deadline 
is probable for the Research 
program. 

Available at the meetings 
were a draft of the guidelines 
for the two programs referred 
to above, peer review forms, 
and a Guide to Science 
Education Programs. Also 
available is the revised NSF 
Guide to Programs for 1977. 
These publications can be ob- 
tained by contacting the 
Washington Office or the 
National Science Foundation, 
Directorate for Science 
Education, Washington, D.C. 
20550, (202) 282-7900. Single 
copies of the NSF Guide to 
Programs (NSF 76-33) may be 
obtained from the Central 
Processing Section of the NSF 
at the above address. Additional

Let’s say that you have been 
trying to complete that term 
paper for the last 214 hours but 
the kids seem to have this in- 
credible need to prevent even 
minimal silence, may we 
suggest activities for the kids to 
blow off a little steam (and help 
you save your steam for the 
term paper). 

PUNCHING BAG: 


A punching bag can be made 
by stuffing an old pillowcase or 
laundry bag with rags, torn up 
sheets, etc. The open end can 
either be tied or sewn together. 
It can really be a multi-purpose 
bag ... . used for punching, 
kicking, biting, slapping, etc., 


or hung from a tree or door 
frame and punched. (Great for 
you to let off steam on if you get 
the C instead of the A.)

GLUING SURFACES 
Paper--any kind, but the stiffer 
the better if gluing items 
heavier than paper. 
Cardboard--shirtboards, boxes, 
cut-up cartons, etc. 

Food trays--any kind is suitable, 
but if styrofoam, be sure to use 
Elmer’s glue. 

Wood scraps or pieces of ceiling 
tile (not fiber-glass, which can 
be irritating to the skin) 
Carpet scraps 
Plexiglass--Scraps are ~ob- 
tainable from glass companies. 
Elmer’s glue will hold onto 
plexiglass, but will show 
through the back. If making a 
design to hang in the window, 
use rubber cement to attach 
objects.

Book Review:

The R Document by Irving 
Wallace, Simon and Shuster, 
(N.Y. 1976 $8.95) 

This turgid, overwritten mess 
is another in the literary world 
for Wallace. In The Seven 
Minutes, Wallace tackled the 
world of pornography, it. was 
daring and original, having 
some important points to make. 
In this new book,he tackles 
Fascism in a style that has been 
done to death. 


Paper--cut with blunt scissors, 
or tear into pieces:

Morality of situation becomes 
an extremely questionable 
value at this conclusion. Since 
Carrie is depicted throughout as 
mad and cretinous, she only 
reaffirms this supposition when 
she kills everyone. She becomes 
more of a thrill killer than a 
heroine, but this will not pique 
the audience. There is always 
the sympathetic Amu Irving as 
Sue, a nice girl who wants to 
help Carrie stop living like ‘‘a 
worm person’’. 

Carrie seems to be a flawed 
but major work by a young, — 
rising American director. 
Besides the directorial touches, 
there are good performances by 
William Katt; as Carrie’s swain 
for the prom; and Piper Laurie, 
as her insane mother. A literate 
screenplay by Stephen King is 
the film’s last attribute, with 
the horritic and satitrical 
touches finely mixed.

Chris Collins, our hero, is a 


young, idealistic senator 
(yawn!) who finds out from a 
dying General that the director 
of FBI, Vernon Tynan. The book 
documents Collins’ 
psychological and physical 
battle against this man. It is 
fast moving, but one is always 
three steps ahead of these 
characters, and this fact makes 
them appear dumber than they 
are. Suffice it to say that the 
unraveling of the mystery

The other characters are 
equal stock types. We have a 
ghost writer whose girl wants to 
come to the United States; 
villians that seem like leftovers 
from old Republic serials; a 
forgetable mistress; and a 
courageous Supreme Court 
Justice who meets a grisly day 
in the Caribbean. All of these 
characters are thrown together, 
seemingly with scissors and 


paste, to trapse around our 
supposedly heroic main 
character. 


The only part of the book that 
makes good dramatic sense is a 
visit to a Fascist town of the 
future, where people are forced 
to think, by the threat of arrest 
and disappearence, the way 
that their town bosses think. An 
odyssey in this town proves to 
be an eyeopening experience for 
our stalwart heros, but again 
the effect is diluted bytoomuch: 
talk. 

Collins does not emerge as 
much of a character compared 
with the hero of Lindsay’s The 
Edge, another recent book on 
the exact same subject. Collins 
still remains a character 
written in invisible, and his final 
showdown with the grotesque 
parody of a man, Adeock 
(loosely based on Allen Drury), 
is an exercise in pointless 
suspense. 

Irving Wallace has returned 
to the old days, before he 
seemed perfect to his craft. The 
R Document is not a new ex- 
periment in fiction writing; 
instead, it is the worst example 
of commercial junk on the big 
market today. Taking a topical 
story, and sapping all of the 
power, however muted, is 
getting to be too much of a 
trend.

Teacher Training 


Established 


Colleges and universities that 
offer at least a baccalaureate 
degree in science will soon be 
able to submit proposals to set 
up pre-college (elementary and 
secondary) teacher training 
projects. This was announced 
on October 28 at the Sheraton 
Park Hotel in Washington, D.C. 
at the last in a series of regional 
public meetings of the National 
Science Foundation (NSF) 
concerning their new Pre- 
College Teacher Training 
program. This program falls 
under the Division of Science 
Manpower Improvement. The 
two major objectives of the 
program are to improve 
elementary and secondary 
school teachers’ knowledge of 
the subject matter of the 
various sciences and to 
strengthen the bond between 
college and university scientists 
and pre-college teachers. 

The Fiscal Year 1977 budget 
for this program is $4 million. 
This figure is expected to in- 
crease in the coming fiscal 
years. The NSF predicts that 
between 500 and 800 proposals 


you free and alive!

will be submitted this first year. 
Of these, from 100 to 150 
colleges and universities will be 
chosen to receive grants of not 
more than $50,000. Projects 
should be subject matter 
oriented and should be regional 
rather than national. A draft of 
the guidelines for proposals was 
available at the meeting. Copies 
can be obtained by contacting 
the Washington Office or the 
Division of Science Manpower 
Improvement of the NSF. Final 
guidelines are expected by the 
middle of December. 

The closing date for receipt of 
proposals is March 1, 1977. 
Notification of approval or 
rejection will come no earlier 
than July 1, 1977. There will be 
no summer of 1977 projects; the 
first cycle of projects beings in 
the fall. There will, however, be 
summer of 1978 projects. For
